With the final strain* of 
the Victory Ball band just a memory, he 
wlQ lie buckling down to the arduous job 
of trying to make campaign pledges come 
true 

One of his promises is most formi¬ 
dable. Thia consisted of declaring that he 
will democratise labor unions in the state. 
It remains to be seen whether his proposals 
will meet with stiff resistance from the 
very people who ardently supported his 
campaign for enaction. 

At this writing, there ia no question but 
that his opposition to labor legislation is 
tremendous, powerful — and at the same 
time has him in a kind of bind because 
many were his staunchest bsckers. 

The big. Te amsters Union has already 
gone on record aa being feimciously op- 
insert to any legislation on the State level. 
The Thamsters (and this is a most dubious 
statement considering the physical exist¬ 
ence of one James R. Hof fa < claim thal 
they can clean their own house and sel 
up their ovn rules that would protect th t 
rank and file from undemocratic practice! 
They and other unions see no need for r - a 
laws. 

Another complication derives from the 
fact that much Federal legislation over¬ 
laps in several areas of the program that 
will lx advanced by Brown. Thil program, 
and it has not had much putilicity, is em¬ 
bodied in 23 points developed some timer 
ago by the new Governor. It touches upon 
welfare funds, union finance!* and union 
democracy. 

There ia also no telling what the new 
Oongresa will be doing when it convenes 
and again takes up the matter of labor 
legislation which failed to come into being 
laat ymr. Brown has a tough row to hoe 
in IMa as wsll in the question of water 
flgMa.

One of those defeated was a co-author of the measure.

National headquarters of the right-to-work movement, in Washington, D. C., 
is making a widespread and extended direct mail campaign among California 
business firms, seeking campaign funds for the forthcoming battle of the ballots.

Encouraging the members of our minority communities to participate 
in pro-labor activities is an essential ingredient in the success of 
Organised Labor's program on behalf of our own members and for 
all paopls who work for wages end salaries. We must educate and 
ws must inform the members of our various minority groups that 
their objectives, and the objectives of Organized Labor, are in 
harmony with one another.

Dear Frad: 

Cncloeed ia a copy of a report on Senator Knowland's activities as a State 
Legislator in Sacramento. 

I do not consider this report a definitive one becauae it could stand more 
extensive research in many respecta. However, due to the May 10 dead¬ 
line, it ia being sent along in this form now for your scrutiny. Then, 
when you have determined which points should be more extensively re¬ 
searched, we can pin-point out efforts on them. 

Thera is considerable political ammunition readily available in this report. 
The report shows some of Senator Knowland's votes against labor, against 
the old-aged, against the needy, against veterans, against the dairy in¬ 
dustry and other segments of agriculture, his efforts to shift added costs 
of government onto the backs of the consumer, his legislative efforts to 
favor public utilitiaa and chain storaa, his sfforts to inaugurate draetic 
slashes in the pay of state employees and other actions of discrimination 
against them. These are only a few of the items of intsrest developed in 
the report. 

Studying 11,864 pages of ancient legislative journals and histories, line- 
by-lina, has been a monumental task for the time and assistance allowed. 

It has been like distilling all of the salt water in San Francisco Bay in 
order to obtain one bucketful of fresh water. Thousands of legislative 
items were studied and discarded as being useless for the purposes of 
this report. 

ta addition to the official records (which at this late date oftentimes do 
not reveal much of the real meaning of bills), it may be that research in 
newspapers might offer a fertile field for further information. This should 
not be difficult since the report specifies dates. 

Going beyond the official records might result in some interesting infor¬ 
mation being revealed. For instance, you will note how consistently 
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Sanator Knowland voted against agricultural markating egreements-- 
uaually baing tha Iona holdout againat that typa of lagialation. Why ahould 
ha have baan tha tola opponant? Cartainly tha racorda do not reveal hia 
motivaa. However, it ia wall known that Safeway Storaa, Inc,, haa 
long baan a foramoat opponant of any typa of agricultural controla 
(a ape daily on milk). Safaway had lta home officaa in Oakland in thoaa 
daya (atill doaa) and ona could apaculata on whathar tha influanca of thia 
larga chain atora organiaation in Oakland, and ita huga edvertiaing budgat, 
might hava affactad tha Sanator in hia voting. 

Poaaihly othar equally intar eating connectiona might ha developed if 
apaculation ware backed by further raaaarch. 

At any rate, tha endoeed report cartainly ahould aerva aa a euitable 
springboard for political action.

In raporting Knowland'a votaa on individual bill*, rafaranca will ha mada 
to tha Journal wharain auch vote ia recorded, by data and paga numbar. All 
auah rafarancaa for tha yaara 1933 and 1934 ara to tha Aaaambly Journal a and 
for tha yaara 1935• 1937 and 1938 ara to tha Sanata Journala. 

Tha objective of thia raport ia to attampt to eetablieh, by tha racord, 
Knowland'a coneervatiam and hia lack of aympathy for libaral and progreeeive 
idaaa. Conaaquantly, tha voting racord raportad hara haa baan aalactad to 
amphaaiaa thoaa charactariatica of hia. Undar tha miacallanaoua haading, 
numaroua votaa ara racordad which do not nacaaaarily baar on tha principal 
objactiva of thia raport, but which may auggaat a baaia for exploration of other 
pertinent mattera, or provide a clue to particular aituationa which could be 
exploited. It ahould be borne in mind that votaa which might ba conatruad aa 
favoring liberal or prograaaiva idaaa hava not baan raportad. 

Tha method followed in thia raaaarch haa baan to acan every paga of tha 
appropriate Journala (thoueanda of pagee) wharain a vota on any iaaua might 
appear. Each racordad vota haa baan analyeed with raapact to tha iaaua in¬ 
volved— paaaaga of a bill, conatitutional amendment or reaolution; adoption of 
a raport, approval of a motion, approval of amandmanta, concurrence in amend¬ 
ment* by tha oppoeite houee, concurrence in conference raport, lagialativa 
procedure, tha aubjact matter (tha eubatantive matter of lagialation, or com¬ 
mittee reporte, propoeed amandmanta, and ao forth, procedural aapacta auch 
aa aacond or third reading, call of the houee, motione to table, ra-rafar, and 
ao forth), tha reeult of tha vote, tha actual vota caat by Knowland, and tha data 
and paga rafaranca. 

Tha volume of material which haa baan handled with tha allowable time 
haa prevented axhauativa raaaarch into tha affact, either good or bad, which 
may hava reeulted from tha paaaaga or non-paeeage of tha lagialation which haa 
baan tha aubjact matter of tha votaa which have baan racordad. Lagialation ia 
generally only identified in tha Journala by titlee which ara frequently obacura 
inaofar aa tha actual aubjact matter involved ia concerned. Thia ia particularly 
true of lagialation which amanda codaa or acta. It haa not baan poaaible to con- 
ault tha codaa or etatutee in ail inatancae, and raaaarch of that type waa not 
followed unleea tha vota indicated a aubatantial controvaray axiatad or tha aub¬ 
jact waa part of a email minority. In tha inatancae of billa which did not become 
law, tha original bill itaalf would ba the beat aourca of information on tha poten¬ 
tial affact of tha propoeal. However, aoma of them ara not readily available. 

Tha coaelueion drawn undar thaaa limitationa ia that an individual vota may ba 
cited aa evidence of an attitude toward tha aubjact matter of tha vota and of tha 
day. 
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VOTING RECORD 

In outlining the record of significant votes hereafter, the classifications 
used are of neceaaity arbitrary and are not mutually exclusive. For example, 
some bills under "Old Age Security" also might well be under "Welfare." An 
effort has been made to claaaify items under the moat logical heading. However, 
the possibilities of combining or further separating these groupings should not be 
overlooked. 

Only in those cases where the records at hand readily reveal the final dis¬ 
position of the legislation under consideration have any comments of this nature 
been included. Thua legislation passed or refused passage, adopted or refused 
adoption, refer only to the action of the particular House as effected by the par¬ 
ticular recorded vote.

William Fife Knowland nerved one term In the Assembly and one 
term in the Senate of the California Legislature. He represented the 
lUth Assembly Distrlot, Alameda County, in 1933 and 1934# and the 16th 
Senatorial Distrlot, Alameda County in 1935# 1936, 1937 and 1938. His 
ooounatlon was llstad as "Publisher" and his party affiliation as Re¬ 
publican during the antlra timo ha was a member of the Legislature. 


Year 1933 

As freshmen assemblyman in 1933* be was ohsirman of the Com¬ 
mittee on Hospitals and Asylums and a member of the Committees on 
Crime Problems, Eleotions, Revenue and Taxation, State Grounds and 
Parks, Universities and Ways and Means. 

Ha was author or eo-author of 116 bills, two Constitutional 
Amendments, two Concurrent Resolutions and one Joint Resolution. Of 
the 116 bills, sixteen beoame law, and of these sixteen, Assemblyman 
Knowland was the main or sole author of six. Nlnty-two bills died in 
oommlttee. Four were killed in oommlttee. One was tabled in the 
Assembly and one was refused passage by the Assembly. Two were vetoed 
by the Governor. One Concurrent Resolution was filed with the Secre¬ 
tary of State. One Concurrent Resolution and one Joint Resolution 
ware killed in oommlttee and two Constitutional Amendments died in 
committee• 

Of tha total of 2,443 bills Introduced into the Assembly, 27 
par cent beoame law.

PROPOSALS POR LEGISLATIVE CHANGES IN THE 
CALIFORNIA UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE CODE 


Introduction 


The oroblems of unemployed cennery workers are in part (I) Id entical 
with those of unemployed workers In other Industries (though these 
problems are sometimes particularly acute for cannery workers) and 
In part (II) p eculiar to highly seasonal Industries of which food 
processing is the classic example. 

Thla memorandum makes proposals for Legislative action with respect 
to both these types of oroblems from the point of view of cannery 
workers. 


I 

PROBLEMS COMMON TO ALL UNEMPLOYED V'ORKERS 
Preliminary Remarks 

In a period of high and protracted unemployment which Is concurrent 
with e rise In the oost of living, emohasls should be placed on 
Increase In the weekly benefit amount and an extension of the period 
for which benefits are paid. Hence the following proposals: 

1• Extended Duration of Benefit s 

In normal yeers some 30 to 1*6 percent of cannery workers exhaust 
their benefits. This Is due to the fact that many cannery 
workers do not become entitled to the maximum of 26 weeks. We 
recommend therefore, an extension of the benefit period In all 
cases to 35 weeks. 

2. Increase In the Weekly Benefit Amount 

The latest amendment to the Californio Unemployment Insurance 
Code tended to favor the higher earning brackets. In view of 
the still rising cost of living we advocate an amendment of 
Section 1280, so that the minimum benefit amount shall be f>30.00 
e week and the maximum ^ 50 * 00 , or $0 percent of their average 
weekly earnings. 

3« An Increase In the Amount of Non- Dedu ctible Earnings 

The previsions of Seotlon 1279 have not been changed for many 
years. This allows a claimant to earn '3»00 without any deduc¬ 
tion being made on his weekly benefit amount. The figure Is so 
l<"»w as to dlscourege olelmants from taking casual Jobs or making 



efforts to orove their economic circumstances. 03.00 is out of 
line with the ourrent wage soales. At the time this figure was 
arrived at, it reoresented approximately one day's work. 

Section 1279 should be amended to read *10.00. 

4. Elimination of the Waiting Period 

The waiting period serves two purposes: Administratively, it 
allows time for the processing of a claim so that checks will 
be in the local office by the time the claimant makes his 
second reoort to the local office. It also eliminates from the 
unemployment system cases of transitional unemployment when the 
worker is moving from one Job to another, but for workers who 
are unemployed for any length of time, the omission of that 
one week of benefits due to the waiting period is a significant 
faotor. Accordingly, we recommend an amendment to Section 1254(°) 
by adding: 

"Any waiting oerlnd served in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of this section and of 1253(d) shall be paid 
as a week of benefits after the 5th conseoutlve week 
of unemployment". 

Alternatively, 1253(d) should be eliminated altogether and a 
regulation be adopted in Article 22, allowing the Department 
fer administrative reasons to delay payment of the first week 
of unemployment after the filing of an initial claim until the 
second report date. 


5. Provision for Dependants . 

Uhllke some other states, California makes no provisions for the 
added need for unemployment insurance in the case of claimants 
with dependents, v'e recommend that Californio follow the pattern 
of those states which provide a provision for dependents. To 
reduoe employer objections, the dependency allotment should not 
be chargeable to the employer's account. 

Problems of Qualifying Earnings 

Preliminary Remarks 

Sections 1277 (Log quarter earnings) and 1281 (75 percent rule) were 
added to the California Unemployment Insurance Code on the assumption 
that wages in covered employment were indicative of attachment to the 
labor market and consequently, claimants without earnings in covered 
employment for a considerable period of the base period or subsequent 
to the filing of a claim might reasonably be assumed to be unattached, 
as a general rule, to the labor market. This assumption was never 
aound, particularly for cunnery workers, since it excluded from con¬ 
sideration all wages in non-subject employment. A number of our mem¬ 
bers do agricultural work or domestlo work, or work in othar states, 
■one of these earnings were available for the purposes of Section 1277 
or 128 l, The assumption that wages in covered employment are a fair 
indication of attachment to the labor market is patently absurd in a 
period of protracted unemployment. The effect of these provisions 



on cannery workers Is severe end will become increasingly severe as 
unemployment remain:) at or near its present high level. We recommend 
therefore, the folloving amendments: 


1. Repeal Seotion 1277 and 128l. 

2. If outright repeal is politically impractical, we recommend 
the following amendment to Section 1277: 

"For the purposes of this seotion, wages lnolude any 
and all compensatlonal compensation for personal 
services whether performed as an employee or as an 
lndeoendent contractor, and all payments of unemploy¬ 
ment lnsuranoo disability benefits oald in accordance 
with the provisions of the Callfomle Uhemoloyment 
Insurance Code* 1 . 

The effeot of thla amendment would be to modify very considerably the 
effect of Seotion 1277 unon those who at present who do not qualify 
beoause of their wages in agriculture or domestlo service, or out of 
atate, eannot be used to satisfy the requirements of 1277: and further 
it would be of great benefit to those who do not qualify at present 
under 1277 beceuse they were receiving disability insurance as com¬ 
pensation for wage loss due to slokness. 


II 

PROBLEMS OF PARTICULAR IMPORTANCE TO ChNNEKY WORKERS 

Preliminary Remarks 

There are three problems of particular and speoial importance to 
osnnery workers. 

1• The requirement for independent search for work 

In most instances, the search for work is unproductive. The 
requirement for osnnery workers to seek work during the off 
season is, in the great majority of instances, futile and de¬ 
grading, and tends to bring the law into disrepute beoause 
essentially the lndeoendent search for work is unrealistic. 

2. A presumptio n of unavailability due to a pattern of seasonal 
wo rk only 

The presumption of unavailability arising from a pattern of 
seasonal work only has never been applied to any except cannery 
workers. Ve consider this to be discriminatory. 

3• Disqualification for domestic leaving 

Thla la particularly hard on our women members who leave work 
for domestlo reasons at the end of the season, sinoe they have 



virtually no hone of obtaining employment until the beginning 
of the next seeson none four or five months later. 


1. Efforts to se e k work on o wn behalf 

(a) We would orefer to eliminate the provision of 1253(c) 
This however, may be an impractical Dosltlon to take. 

(b) Eliminate the seek-work clause from 1253(c) and add 
the following to Section 1257? 

" 1257 (c) without good cause refused to seek suitable 
work on his own behalf when notified by the Department" 

The effeot of this would be to out the onus on the Depart¬ 
ment of Employment to specify what is suitable work and tc 
make a determination to that effect. 

2. Presump tion of unavailability arising fro m a pattern of 
seaso nal work n:ilv 

Amend 1253(c) by adding: 

"In the absence of any voluntary restriction as to wages, 
hours and conditions of work, a claimant is available for 
work in the locality in which he earned his base period 
wages." 

Such provision would eliminate the whole concent of presumption 
of unavailability in the case of permanent residents of a local 
ity. It would not exempt those of our members who habitually re 
turn to their homes out of state. 

3. Domest ic circumstances 

Repeal the whole of Section 1261;, but for the sake of employers 
amand Section 1030 and 1032 to read: 

"left the employer's employ voluntarily for reasons not 
attributable to the employer ". 

We recognize the employers have a caso for arguing th?t their 
reserve account should not be charged when the claimant has left em¬ 
ployment for domestic reasons. We also recognize in many Instances 
a claimant who leaves for domestic reasons is not available for work 
while those domestic reasons are still operative but 1261; imposes an 
arbitrary and unreasonable rule that works great hardship, particu¬ 
larly on female cannery workers. We believe that a fair solution 
would be to eliminate Seotlon 1261; and to amend Sections 1030 and 
1032 as proposed.

SACRAMENTO --The budget and special eeeeions of the legislature 
of the past few weeks failed to produce a single piece of legislation detrimental 


to the primary interests of organized labor. 

This is in contrsst to ths usual session during which sniping st organised 
labor is the order of the dsy for s minority of the legislators who sre avowed 
opponents of the economic and moral theory of collective bargaining and other 
beneficial features of the trade union movement. 

Defeated in the legislature by the vigilance of organised labor, however, 
detrectors of the union movement oftentimes endeavor to achieve their objectives 
in other weys, such as the use of the initiative petition to place constitutional 
propositions on the ballot. 

The current initiative petition being circulated in sn effort to secure 
sufficient signatures to qualify the so-called right-to-work proposition for s 
place on the ballot in the general election next November is a classic example of 
thst type of legislative and political maneuvering. . 


Unemployment Insurance Study 

Tha gross inequalities existing in our present unemployment insurance 
laws, which impose genuine hsrdships on seasonal and part-time workers, sre 
becoming more apparent day by day as unemployment increases in California. 

The California Teamsters Legislative Council is pressing for a legislative in¬ 
vestigation so that ths inequalities might be removed st the next session of the 
legislature, which begins next January. 

Getting the investigation underway now is vital to many of our Teamsters, 
and to others ia organised labor, because much study must precede any major 
changes ia laws as involved and complicated as those dealing with unemployment 



insurance. 
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C«tting that phaaa of tha project out of the way within the next few months 
could mean corrective legislative action by this time next year. If the study 
should be delayed, corrective legislation probably could not be enacted until the 
spring of 1961--a long time to wait for those who suffer inequality under the law. 

Tha existing shortcomings wera written into law at a tims when the num¬ 
ber of unemployed was at a low point and few organisations or individuals were 
particularly interested. But the California Teamsters Legislative Council 
recognised tha danger signals even then and worked hard to forewarn tha legis¬ 
lature. The Council's warnings are coming home to roost and the legislature is 
now taking atapa to inquire into the problem. 

Thras major points in our unemployment insurance program are under 
scrutiny. 

One is the long, six-weeks waiting period before an eligible unemployed 
worker can expect to rscaive unemployment insurance banefita. We believe that 
this waiting period should be rsstorad to the former one of two weeks. Not 
many familisa are in an economic position to withstand a payleaa six weeks be¬ 
fore unemployment insurance relieves a family's situation when the man who 
brings home the bacon is out of work. 

As a matter of fact, missing Just one weekly paycheck is something of a 
calamity for familiss who have many mouths to feed and many financial obliga¬ 
tions to meet. These are facts of life that our California Teamsters Legislative 


Council constantly impi 


upon our legislators on behalf of our own distressed 


members and on behalf of all working men and women. 

The second inequality in the law deals with the so-called "high quarterly 
earnings". This is a mathematical formula conceived by some legal minds with 


little regard for the humanities involved in the problems of the aversge unem- 
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ployed worker and hia family. It la probably one of the moat confuaing and leaat 
underatood of all faceta of our unemployment inaurance lawa. Reviaing that 
aection of the law, and making ita detaila eaaily underatood by the average indi- 
viduel ia one of the principal ohjectivea of our Californie Teamatera Legialative 
Council. 

The Californie Teamatera Legialative Council alao ia working diligently 
to extend the preaent 26 weeka benefit period to 39 weeka, in thoae inatancea 
where an unemployed worker in deaerving of additional aaaiatance. 

In ail truth, any time limit of one week, or of 39 weeka, on unemployment 
inaurance benefita for a worthy and available worker, ia a moral blight on our 
American way of life. 

The queation of whether a man and hia family are hungry for one week, or 
for 39 weeka, ia an academic one that might be of paaaing intereat to a atatia- 
tician, but it ia one of preaaing, immediate and vital importance to the unem¬ 
ployed worker and to hia family. 

All of theae inequalitiea in the law will be examined by the legialative in- 
veatigeting committee partly becauae of the inaiatence of the Californie Team¬ 
atera Legialative Council. 

The Teamatera Legialative Council haa requeated that the atudy be con¬ 
ducted by the Aaaembly Interim Subcommittee on Social Inaurance, of which 
Aaaemblyman Robert W. Crown, Democrat of Alameda County, ia chairman. 
Crown 1 a committee ia a unit of the Aaaembly Interim Committee on Finance and 
Inaurance, of which Aaaemblymen Jeaae V. Unruh, Democrat of Loa Angelea 
County, ia chairman. 







Workmen's Compensation 


Workmen's compensation for disaster workers and civil dafanaa was 
limited to $2,500 in a law paesed in 1956 and that ceiling would be removed by an 
act approved at this aeeeion of the legislature. 

At bearings tbie limitation was criticised by the California Taamsters 
Legielative Council and by many city officials. Removal of the calling would 
bring the usual workmen's compensation formulas into full operation. 

Assemblyman Vernon Kilpatrick, Democrat of Los Angelas, sponsored 
the bill at this session to remove th» $2,500 ceiling. 

Kilpatrick became aware of the shortcomings in this provision of the law 
when ona of hie constituents waa injured in an industrial accident and tbs cost of 
bis medical and hospitalisation services rose above that $2,500 figure. 

The Industrial Accident Commission, for some reason (although the 
accident was not associated with disaster or state security of any type) applied 
that section of the law to this particular claim, and limited the workman's com¬ 
pensation to $2,500. 

The serious import of that decision immediately became apparent. The 
commission could, in any instance, declare that a worker's injuries could be 
classified under the "disaster" clause (and in these days what couldn't be classi¬ 
fied under "disaster") and that any worker should not be compensated mors than 
$2,500 for any industrial ii\)ury, regardless of the seriousness of its nature. 

For a man who has lost an arm or a leg on the job, and faces a $10,000 
medical and hospital bill, the $2,500 limitation in the law provides small com¬ 
pensation for hie physical, mental and financial loss. 

Assemblyman Kilpatrick plugged that loophole in the statutes with his bill 
so that, regardless of the occupation of the worker, in any type of industrial 
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activity covered by the Labor Code, there will be no ceiling on the financial 
relief that a worker may obtain when he is injured on the job. 


"Right-to-Work Chickens" 

Thousands of Teamster workers in the California poultry industry who 
have lost their jobs during the past few years because of unfair out-of-state com¬ 
petition may regain them before long as a result of legislation approved by the 
Assembly and the senate and sent to the governor for his spproval. The Calif¬ 
ornia Teamsters Legislative Council led the battle for enactment of the legis¬ 
lation, which was authored by Assemblyman Richard McCollister, Republican of 
Marin County. 

During the past 10 years the producers of chickens in other states, par¬ 
ticularly in right-to-work states where wage scales and living conditions sre sub¬ 
standard, have been slaughtering their flocks and shipping them to California for 
sale to consumers. 

The situation has become so serious that in some sections of the state 49 
out of every SO chickens sold are from some other state. 

In addition, a health problem is involved, because the chickens shipped 
here are 10 days to two weeks longer dead than those slaughtered in California 
for sale on the California retail market. 

This out-of-state competition has become so fierce that many long estab¬ 
lished poultry firms in California, and thousands of their workers, have closed 
their business doors or become members of the ranks of the unemployed. 

This session of the legislsture has sttempted to correct that condition by 
authorising the creation of the California Poultry Promotion Council. 


This is a movement strongly supported by the California Teamsters 
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Legislative Council. 

Under this legislation, chicken growers will be given sn opportunity to 
contribute voluntarily to a promotional fund to extoll the higher qualities of 
chickens raised, slaughtered and placed on retail sale in Cslifornie. to offset 
the competition of out-of-state chicken producers. 

There are no boycott implications in this legielstion. 

Rether. it is designed to offer Californis producers of chickens sn oppor¬ 
tunity to compete on e fair basis with out-of-state operators to restore the Cali- 
fornie poultry industry to its one-time commending position in our economy, end 
to regain the lost jobs that hsve ceused so much distress to Teamsters whoee 
livelihood is so closely aligned to the success of thst Californis industry. 


Small Craft Harbors 

One In every 10 families in California is an avowed small craft enthueisst. 
That means that thousands of California Teamster families are among those who 
ei^Joy that type of outdoor recreation. 

They will be intensely interested to learn that, at this session of the legis¬ 
lature. the budget of the state wss amended to provide additional funds for small 
craft harbor planning and construction. The Californis Tesmsters Legislative 
Council was active in promoting this legislative project. 

Under the guidance of Senator John J. Hollister. Jr. (Democrat of Santa 
Barbara), ths legislature approved and sent to the governor, for hie spproval. 
amendments to the budget calling for en expenditure during the forthcoming fiscal 
year of $5,7S0.000 for small crsft harbor purposes. 

Those sppropriations represent an sbrupt depsrture from previous actions 
of ths legislature, which has, up to now, considered smell craft harbor develop- 
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ment something like a "country cousin" or a "poor ralativa". 

Of tha turn Involved, $5,000,000 would coma from tha state's investment 
fund, which ie derived from the state's royalties on state-owned oil end gas prop¬ 
erties. And the other $750,000 would come from the Motor Vehicle Revolving 
Fund, which ie devoted to highway construction activitiee. 

The motor vehicle revolving fund hee enjoyed, over a long period of years, 
the unclaimed tax refund which purchasers of marine fuels have been entitled to 
claim, but which few have bothered to claim. It is estimated that these available 
marine fuel tax refunds represent millions of dollars each year. Small craft en¬ 
thusiasts have long demanded that these unclaimed refunds should be employed 
for email craft harbor development and not for highway construction. 

This year, for the first time, some of those unclaimed tax refunds will be 
used for email craft harbor development purposes, thanks to the interest in the 
subject by Senator Hollister and his feilow legislators. 


Powers Hits Right-to-Work 

Members of organised labor received important assistance in their cam¬ 
paign against right-to-work legislation whan Lieutenant Governor Harold J. 
Powers announced his opposition to any such type of laws. 

"I feel the so-called right-to-work law would impair the hard-won right 
of collective bargaining now enjoyed by the rank and file of working men and 
women," Powers declared. 

And he added, "I do not believe government should be used to restrict the 
right of either management or labor to bargain collectively on a voluntary basis." 

The lieutenant governor struck at the heart of the shortcoming in right-to- 
work legislation when he said, "The main purpose of eo-called right-to-work 
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legi elation is not to guarantee anybody a Job, but to outlaw the union ahop under 
which labor diaputea happily hava baan kapt to a minimum for many yeara in 
California." 

Tha state-a aecond ranking official ahowed hia appreciation of organised 
labor 1 a efforta to work with management on problema of mutual intereat when he 
atatad, "I have tha utmoat confidence in the ability and good aenae of labor and 
mangement to work out their problema without being hampered by reatrictive 
law a," 

The atatament by Powera furthar undarcuta efforta of aome organised 
groups to secure enactment of right-to-work legielation through an initiative 
petition on the general election ballot next November. 


Right-to-Work Filing Datea 

Membera of our Teamater Uniona, and membera of other aegmenta of the 
trade union movement, are awaiting tha arrival of April 23 with keen intereat. 
That is the day when eponeore of the right-to-work initiative petition must take 
their first filing of namea obtained to qualify it for the November ballot. 

The number of signaturea reported at that time may afford aome indica¬ 
tion of how the public is responding to plaaa to endorse that type of legialation. 

Final filing date for signatures ia June 8 at which time the petition muat 
carry a total of at least 322,429 valid signatures to qualify.

A lot of steam la being generated over the "right to work" 
propoaal for which petitions are now being circulated to have 
It placed on the ballot thla year. Those who are opposed to 
It - and they are bitter In their opposition - refer to It as 
tha "right to wreck" law, and predlot dire things for the 
state's economy should It becoma the law of California. 

Whether the propoaal Is good or evil, we do not presume 
to know. But the official records show what It has done - or 
failed to do - In the 16 states where It prevails. 

In 13 of thoaa states for the year 1939 to 1953 tha 
Increase In trada union membership has been 192.1 par cent 
and In other atatea where such memberships are compelled by 
law the Increase has been 167.6 par cent, according to the 
National Bureau of Economic Research, Inc. 

In National Labor Relations Board elections In right- 
to-work atatea to decide whether workers would or would not 
ohoosa union representation, the no-cholce percentage was 

40.5 for 1955-56, And In other states having compulsory 
prlnolpla the percentage was 35.3 for the same years. 

According to the U. 5. Department of Commerce survey of 
current bualnaaa. In the right-to-work states the hourly In¬ 
crease In wagaa, 1952-56, represented 20.9 par cent, as against 

16.6 per cent In non-right-to-work states. 

According to the government's reports, personal Income 
changes In right-to-work states represented 61.2 per cent and 
In the other states 56.6 per cent. According to the U. S. 
Department of Commerce, ratall salsa trends In right-to-work 
atatea, showed the average Increase for 1946-56 was 55.3 per 
oent and In othar states 45 per cent. 

In manufacturing, contract construction, transportation, 
bank daposlts and motor vehicle registrations, right-to-work 
atatea outgalned other sections of tha country where compulsory 
unionism prevailed.

RECOMMENDATIONS OF EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

The title of thie organisation shall be known ae the Californie Teamsters 
Legislative Council which shall consist of all Locals chartered within 
the International Brotherhood of Teamstere within the State of California. 
The per capita tax shall be based on four (4) cente per month per member 
paid to the Joint Council to which you are affiliated, based upon the mem¬ 
bership of your organisation as paid per capita to the International. Per 
capita shall become due and payable on the firet day of the month following 
formal notification of disaffiliation by the California State Federation of 
Labor. 

The purpose of this Council is to foster beneficial legislation, and 
coordinate all political and legielative activity ae it affecte Teamsters 
in the State of California. 


The preeent Legislative Committee, coneieting of seven (7) membere 
from each Joint Council, shall administer the affaire of the Council 
until such time ae by-laws for the California Teamstere Legislative 
Council are adopted and ratified by each respective Joint Council. 

A one-dollar per member voluntary contribution to be collected 
immediately by the Local Union, forwarded to the respective Joint 
Council, the Joint Council in turn to forward this money to the Legis¬ 
lative Council. The Legielative Council shall eetablieh a separate 
fund to adminieter the expenditure of theee funde for the purpose of 
defeating the Initiative Meaeure known ae The Employer-Employee 
Relations Act.

CALIFORNIA TEAMSTERS LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL 


SPECIAL MEETING 


MEETING: The Special Meeting of the Californie Teamster* Legis- 

lative Council wee called to order et 2:10 p.m. on Monday, 
Merch 3, 1958 in the Nob Hill Room of The Fairmont Hotel, 
Sen Frencieco, Californie by Chairman Joseph J. Diviny. 

ROLL CALL: Attendance record eigned by 145 delegetes. Chairman 

Diviny explained that Secretary George E. Mock wee 
absent, having been ordered to bed by his doctor, and 
that Vern Cannon was also absent because of illness. 

DISCUSSION: Chairman stated the purpose of the meeting as outlined 

in the meeting in Los Angeles on February 5, 1958 was 
to discuss the Right-to-Work initiative end other probleme 
confronting the Tesmster Locale politically and otherwise. 
The fact was brought out that we ere paying into the 
Californie State Federation of Labor four cents per member 
per month per capita tax. When and if Teamster locals 
become disaffiliated from the State Federation, the per 
capita tax now being paid to the State Federation would 
be placed into s fund to fight the Right-to-Work initiative 
and under the control of the Californie Teamsters Legis¬ 
lative Council. 

The Chairmen stated that before motions were passed on 
the recommendations of the Executive Committee, he 
would like to introduce to the meeting Einor O. Mohn, 
newly-appointed President of the Western Conference of 
Teamsters. 

President Mohn stated how very glad he was to be back 
home and that he would outline briefly the purpose of the 
meeting. The Teamsters being out of the AFL-CIO, it 
would be only s matter of time before expulsion from the 
Californie State Federation of Labor would follow. The 
stats Federation, in his opinion, has done a good job in 
legislative and political fields where they now function, 
and the purpose of thie meeting wee not to do anything to 
hinder that work. The Teamsters will wait until the State 
Federation takes the final step toward disaffiliation. Not 
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prepared to meet this inevitable situation, however, could 
rasult in a loss to ths Tsamstsrs of thsir effective roics 
in legislative matters. It was emphasised that the intent 
wes not to create a duai organisation, but to expand and 
broaden ths program so that every Local Union would 
become an active member of a state-wide legislative 
council. He added that a simple set of by-laws should 
be prepared end adopted by the three Joint Councils. 

The question had been asked whether this was to be a 
permanent organisation. To that question he could only 
answer that: until such time es the Teamsters were taken 
back into the AFL-CIO and conditions and circumstances 
were acceptable to them, the Californie Teamsters Legis¬ 
lative Council would continue to function on this expanded 
scale. 

After voting on the recommendations. President Mohn 
stated he would like to address the meeting on other 
matters effecting the Teamsters. 


RECOM- Chairman requested that Recommendations of the Exe- 

MENDATIONS: cutive Committee be read in their entirety and acted upon 

separately. 

DISCUSSION: It was explained that the purpose wes not to create a dual 

organisation; that Einar Mohn had bean active in the 
original establishment of the office of the Teamsters 
Legislative Council in Sacramento and that office would 
continue to augment the work of the State Federation. 

Upon notice from the State Federation of disaffiliation, 
the work load for the Teamsters Legislative Council 
would increase, thus requiring the per capita tax payment 
of four cents that had previously been paid to the State 
Federation. An estimate of the monthly payment to the 
Legielative Council of this per capita tax was approximately 
$ 10 , 000 . 

Aleo clarified was the fact that if voluntary dollar con¬ 
tributions had already been sent to the State Federation, 
no Locale would be asked to make a second contribution 
to the Legislative Council. 


MOTION: 


Motion, mads, seconded and carried that Recommendation 
No. 1 of the Executive Committee of the Californie Teamsteis 
Legislative Council be adopted. 
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DISCUSSION: When the queetion arose as to whether Recommendation 

No 2 would cover city as weil as state legislation, it 
was explained thet not municipal elections but rather 
state-wide ieeues and endorsements would be involved. 

MOTION: Motion made, seconded and carried that Recommendation 

No. 3 of the Executive Committee of the California 
Teamsters Legislative Council be adopted. 

DISCUSSION: The one-dollar contribution was described as a voluntary 

contribution, monies to be used to defeat the Right-to 
Work initiative and coordinate with the efforts of the 
California State Federation of Labor. If money had 
already been turned in to the State Federation, that Local 
would be excused. A list of Locals having contributed 
to the State Federation should be compiled. 

MOTION: Motion made, seconded and carried that Recommendation 

No. 4 of the Executive Committee of the California Team- 
etere Legielativa Committee be adopted. 

DISCUSSION: Chairman aeked if all Locale had received copiee of the 

minutes of the meeting of the California Teametere Legis¬ 
lative Council held in Los Angeles on February 5, 1958. 

All responded in the affirmative. 

Chairman then turned the roetrum over to Einar O. Mohn. 

President Einer O. Mohn stressed the importance of 
looking into the future, preparing for eventualities, 
meeting regularly to discuss problems and their poesible 
solution. Because of the discriminatory action to which 
the Teamsters have been subjected both within and without 
the Labor Movement, on a local, state and national level 
recently, everyone should so conduct himself with dignity 
and intelligence that he can welcome ecrutiny and remain 
above reproach. A conscientious and humane course 
should be followed in daily contacts. At all times, we 
muet remember that the dues-paying member gains his 
impression of the Teamsters from the conduct and attitudes 
of the officers and personnel of his own Local Union office. 
In the years Brother Mohn had spent in Los Angeles and 
in San Francisco, hie door had alwaye been open to the 
man with a problsm and it would so remain. What re¬ 
pairing had to be dons within the organisation, could 
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soon be accomplished by good public relatione. On 
behalf of the Committee, he thanked everyone who wae 
preeent for their intereet end attention. 

A queetion arose about the handling of credentials to the 
convention of Labor's League for Political Education. 

Thie aituation had been thoroughly diecueeed with Team- 
ater attorneya who advised that it ie a completely in¬ 
dependent organisation as far ae the California State 
Federation of Labor ie concerned. In this particular 
instance, all Teamster Locals could carry on in the same 
fashion as in the past. 

ADJOURNMENT: Motion made, seconded and carried that there being no

In asking concessions to Labor in tho matter of increased oeneflts, 
the opposition usuelly resorts to the device of endeavoring to remove 
as many marginal workers as possible from benefit coverage. This applies 
pertleularly to sessonal workers, like those in tie cannery category. 

This session the Teamsters, who are particularly concerned with that 
feeture of our program, did not lose any such benef'ts lor a 
seasonal worker. Tills was e notable achievement In tho face cT determined 
opposition. 

1NLURANCL CODE 

AD 1773 (RIEL VNb DOYLi.) 

Probably the most far-reaching labor legislation enacted it the 
aaaalon was AD 1773. This measure, wh 1 ~h was on the Governor*s desk 
when 1 left Lecramento, will be something of a "olble" by which Organ¬ 
ised Labor will operate itt employee health end welfare programs. 

It ia in line with a bill that the Teemsteri. and other segments 
of T.ebor sponsored et the 1955 cession but which did not pass at that 
time. 

This time this legislation wia wortod out among representatives 
of Labor, management. Insurance firms, i.nd the Attorney Gene-cl's office. 

It provides for etate supervision of welfare funds with the 
stressed policy that the purpose of the law ia to protect the rights and

It 
la typical of many bills whlcn legislator^ are «-skod to carry, and which 
thay Introduce without a genuine knnwl»dge of tholr real import.

Thla tea a companion bill with AB 13B3, on which 1 have Juat 
reported. It would have required tha Department of Motor Vehicles to 
auapand the driving licences of persons who refused to take chemical 
testa for Intoxication. It died the sene death that wna dealt to 
AB 1963. 

AB 2439 (I'acBRl DE AND rTFSRS) 

Thla bill added several aectlona tc the Vehicle Code to provide

Fred S. Farr of Carmel, who represents the 25th Senatorial District of Monterey County, 
elected to the State Senate at the Special Flection in May of 195 5. and was sworn m in time to serve 
fifteen days prior to adiournmeot of the 195 5 Session.

Senator Farr is married to the former Janet Haskins of Los Angeles. The couple have three chil 
dren: Sam. 14, Francesca, 13, and Nancy, 8 

The Monterey County Senator has been active in many civic matters in his county and com- 
munitv. where he has lived and practiced law since 1948. He has served as President of the Mon- 
terev Countv Tuberculosis & Health Association, and the Monterey County Citizens Planning As¬ 
sociation. He has been a director of the Red Cross, Community Chest, Cerebral Palsy Foundation, 
Rotarv Club and Chamber of Commerce, and is a member of the Troop Committee of Carmel Boy 
Scout Troop t6. 

During the two-week period bs'foie the end of the legislature's 195 5 Session, Senator Farr was 
successful in introducing and getting passed a bill to add the famed Asilomar Conference Grounds 
to the State Park system. Although the bill was pocket vetoed by the Governor, he and the Director 
of Finance have since changed their position, and plans are under way to add this beautiful 64-acre 
site to the State Beach and Park System, thus insuring continued operation of Asilomar for future 
generations

Thu Calltornla Teamsters Legislative Council presented 
to the Assembly Subcommittee on Kotor Vehicle Safety Regu¬ 
lation* and Devices two reconanendatlona for changea in the 
California Motor Vehicle Code which are of vital concern to 
the profeaalonal driver* In our organisation, and alao to 
the motoring public. 

(1} Uniform -.nforcement of Hour* of Driving Service, 
for all commercial driver*. Clarification of preaent law to 
accompllah thla through better method* of Inspection, more 
Highway Patrolmen, I.C.C. and P.I'.C. Inspectors, defined 
authority, etc. enforce houra oi service for all commercial 
drivers to cut down fatal accidents because of driver fatigue, 
which show a very high fatality rate, because of complete 
loss of control. 

The California Highway Patrol concurs In the necessity 
of amendatory legislation to combat this problem, and In¬ 
spector D. J. O'Connell of the Patrol recently appeared before 
the Subcommittee nnd urges them to back legislation plugging 
loopholaa which set the number of consecutive houra a trucker 
may drive. The Inspector atate- the preaent wording of the 
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required to heve e qualified chauffeur* license. He wee e part time driver 
One mile or 10,000 milea, a motor vehicle can be a deadly instrument and 
more d.adly in the hands of an unqualified or tir id driver. 

Another large group of drivers which must be subjected to special 
examinations are moae towing trsllers and house-trailers. I sm sure the 
Committee la familiar with the extra judgement snd skill needed in towing 
a trailer, the knowledge of horsepower, braking and distance judgement. 

It la our opinion that thia group alao should be thoroughly studied for 
proper license testing. 

The drivers of "U-Drlve Trucks", operating in the State, runs 
into a aubatantlal nuiber and should alao be subject to e more rigid 
examination and not be allowed to drive trucks on an "Operators License". 

It takes only a moment of consideration to realise that in California, 
under the priaent system, a dangerous driver may be taken off the road 
by a responsible employer and be back on the highway the next day with 
hla own truok or aa a part time driver on sn "operators license". 

There are 742,290 trucks registered in California and 50* of these 
commercial vehicles are driven by drivers with qualified tested chauffeurs 
licensee. The 60.. who have chauffeurs licenses are given a very thorough 
and rigid examinations while the 50* non-chau.fcured licensees have dem- 
onatrated no ability to drive a commercial vehicle under the present 
California system of issuing licenses. 

Ve sincerely hope that the California State Legislature will take 


positive action to correct these loopholes and discriminations in the 
preaent law.

The responsibility and authority for the enforcement of the 
Calllornla Vehicle Cod j and various other measuies goveinlng 
thu opeiailon and aa.ety o. vehicles on the hlghaays should 
be v u ated In a single agency oi atatj government. 

It appears ridiculous to require that Identical types of 
Vehicles carrying Identical cargo but with olfierant owner- 
ship status bn subjected to completely diverse types of 
regulatory control. Por exam.le; a 3 axle truck tractor 
and a 2 axle semi trailer grossing 70,0u0 pounds, carrying 
a load of canned peaches, and the vehicle owned by a 
pro rletary carrier la subjected to one degree of regulations 
while the Identical vehicle with the Identical product owned 
by a for hire carrier la subjected to an entirely different 
degrww of regulations. 

It is conpletely illogical to us that a condition of employ¬ 
ment rather than a demonstrated ability to operate a large 
vehicle la the criterion upon which decrees of driver 
taatlng ia baaed.

The Governor pocket vetoed S.B.1815 ( Produce Market 
Swamper bill). We thought the original bill was very bad 
but ammen led it to correct that produce situation in Los 
Angeles, so we were dolnr aomething about it. 

The Associated Farmers ( Charlie Gibbs) worked to 
the bill vetoed. I don't know where Dave got his story, 
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but at the time we had the fight on the bill, Attorney Ailliam 
Byrd from SI Centro waa pleased with the amr.endment. He said 
there waa no problem in the North. 

No one claimed at any time that trucks were being stopped, 
but said truck owners made cash deals with crews on the spot.The 
Union had nothing to do with it. The Market Association had not 
lived up to the arrangement of calling the Union for swampers, 
and therefore no Social Security number was given on duplicate 
allpa like Oakland uaea, and of courae the trucker was stuck for 
Fereral and Unemployment Insurance retroactive payments. Excessive 
amounts had been charged for unloading, according to reports b\ t 
there again the employers were blamed to some extentyln a hurry 
and e tc .

NEW CHAUFFEURS CLASSIFICATIONS AND EXAMINATIONS 

Effective July 1, 1953, the Department of Motor Vehiclee 
will'place in effect those provisions of the California Vehicle Code con¬ 
cerning the classification and examination of applicants for chauffeurs 
licenses according to types of vehicles to be driven. These provisions 
of the Vehicle Code read in part as follows: 

Vehicle Code Section 265: " * * * An applicant for a chauffeur's 
license may state the type of vehicle or combination of vehicles he 
desires to operate." 

Vehicle Code Section 268: " * * * Every applicant for a chauffeur's 
license shall be required to submit to an examination appropriate to 
the type of vehicle or combination of vehicles he desires a license to 
drive." 

Vehicle Code Section 272: " * * * The Department may issue: 

(1) A general chauffeur's license; (2) A restricted chauffeur's 
license. 

(b) The Department upon issuing a restricted chauffeur's license 
shall indicate thereon the type of vehicle or combination of vehicles 
the licensee is licensed to operate. " 

In order to give effect to the law quoted above, the Department 
has classified chauffeur's licenses into the following three classes: 

Class C ---- Authorizes the operation of any vehicle eighty inches 
in width or less. 

Class B-- Authorizes the operation of any single vehicle. 

Class A ---- Authorizes the operation of any vehicle or combination 
of vehicles. 

Class C chauffeur's licenses will be issued at all regular 
offices and examining stations of the Department of Motor Vehicles. 
Examinations for Class B and Class A licenses csn be given only by 
examiners who are especially trained and authorized to conduct examina¬ 
tions of these classes. 

Provision will be made for persons holding Class C and B 
licenses to qualify for a higher class as their need arises. 

It will be necessary that applicants demonstrate their ability 
to safely operate vehicles of the type for which they are applying for a 
license to operste. Driving tests will be given by department examiners 
for Class C licenses, but certificates showing the demonstrated qualifica¬ 
tions to drive the types of equipment covered by Class B and A licenses 
can be accepted in some cases.

Class C chauffeur's licenses will be issued at all regular 
offices and examining stations of the Department of Motor Vehicles. 
Examinations for Class B and Class A licenses csn be given only by 
examiners who are especially trained and authorized to conduct examina- 
tiona of these classes 

Provision will be made for persons holding Class C and B 
licenses to qualify for a higher class as their need arises. 

It will be necessary that applicants demonstrate their ability 
to safely operate vehicles of the type for which they are applying for a 
license to operate. Driving tests will be given by department examiners 
for Class C licenses, but certificates showing the demonstrated qualifica¬ 
tions to drive the types of equipment covered by Class B and A licenses 
can be accepted in some cases. 
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Those persona now holding chauffeur's licenses which are 
valid and adequate for the type of vehicles they now drive need not change 
their present licenses until they expire. 

Anyone wishing further information concerning chauffeurs 
licenses should contact an office of the Department of Motor Vehicles. 
The offices on the attached list are qualified to issue chauffeurs licenses 
of ail claaaes. 


The Department wishes to express its appreciation to the 
many persons and organizations who have given assistance to it in planning 
and putting into operation this plan for chauffeur classification and examina¬ 
tion. The Department deaires to make this examining and licensing pro¬ 
cedure as effective and as convenient as possible to all persons coming 
within the classifications or concerned with it, and will be happy to receive 
commenta and suggestions from any person with reference to examination 
or procedure.

QUESTION 


You have inquired about the effect of enact¬ 
ment or failure of enactment of U. 8. Senate Bill 281. 

OPIHIOH 

In our opinion, enactment of the bill would be 
beneficial to the railroads, and It would be detrimental 
to state bodies which regulate railroads In the sense of 
reducing the power of those bodies over certain segments 
of Intrastate commerce. 

ANALYSIS 

This bill amends various sections of the Inter¬ 
state Commerce Act, the crucial one being Sec. 13(A). 

That section now provides that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission may order the modification of any railroad rate, 
fere, charge, classification, regulation or practice, 
orlglnmtlng with a state authority, which discriminates In 
favor of persons or localities In intrastate commerce and 
against those In Interstate commerce, so as to remove any 
such discriminatory fsature. 

The bill proposes to add to Section 13(A) e pro¬ 
vision to the effect tnat the ICC may order the discon¬ 
tinuance of any Intrastate freight, passenger or station 
service which either discriminates against or Is an undus 
burden on Interstate oommerce. The change would, thus, be 
Important, not only because of the addition of "freight, 
paasenger and station service" to the present list of 
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obje ts of the exercise o 1 ;' the ICC’s power, but because 
the standard of "undue burden on interstate commerce" 
would be added to the present standard of discrimination 
aeainst interstate coraiiorce. 

As provided in Section 1 of the Interstate Commerce 
Act (and as would presumably be true even without express 
provision in the act) any order of the ICC, issued under its 
statutory authority, overrides any conflicting orders of 
state authorities. So, the California Public Utilities Com¬ 
mission, for example, would be powerless to order the contin¬ 
uance of any Intrastate freight, passenger or station service 
that the IC2 has oreered discontinued. Thore are, of course, 
provisions for attacking the validity of an ICC order. 

We have failed to find any published reaction to 
the bill from the railroads, but it would seem that the bill 
should be beneficial to them. It would seem to cover, for 
example, the situation where a railroad has been forced by 
a state regulatory commission to continue to operate a local 
run at a loss, which loss presumably must be made up out of 
interstate revenues. From casual observation, there appears 
to be a continuing conflict between common carriers and the 
California P.U.C. concerning such unprofitable local runs. 

If the ICC found that such a local run constituted an undue 
burden on Interstate commerce, it could order its discontin¬ 
uance. 

There is some reason to believe that the new power 
would be liberally exercised, as recent rate increases in¬ 
dicate that the ICC is not exactly hostile to the railroads, 
and, of course, its primary concern is with interstate 
commerce.
